Demon Rum 
Is Making 
a Comeback

MEXICO CITY (AP) - Rum, 


once a universal drink which 
languished in favor when tem- 
perance leaders made it a "de- 
mon" and a whipping boy, is 
making a comeback. 


In the last decade or so, rum's 


popularity has grown sharply, 
particularly in the United States 
where consumption has doubled 
since 1955, though it still ac- 
counts for only 2.1 per cent of 
distilled spirits consumed.

Cash Farm 
Receipts Lag 
in Arkansas 


By GORDON BROWN 


WASHINGTON (AP)-At the 


three-quarter mark of the year, 
Arkansas farmers are running 
a little behind last year in cash 
receipts from their farm mar- 
ketings. 


The Agriculture Department 


reports that up to Oct. 1, Ar- 
kansas farmers made $369,863,- 
000 
from, sales of crops and 


livestock, compared with $396,- 
011,000 for the first nine months 
of 1963. 


Almost all the decline is in 


the sale of crops. The depart- 
ment report shows livestock 
sales for the 9-month period this 
year totaled $229204,000, com- 
pared with $220,700,000. But re- 
ceipts from crops are down to 
$140,659,00, as against $175,311- 
00 a year ago. 


The department e x p 1 a i ned 


that countrywide receipts from 
sales of cotton—Arkansas' prin- 
cipal crop — were down almost 
$200 million 
from a year ago 


due chiefly to a lag in ginnings. 


This indicates that receipts 


from this crop 
likely would 


show again for the final quar- 
ter. The department said how- 
ever, that there also was a de- 
cline in cotton prices for 1964. 


Looking ahead to 1965, the De- 


partment said the outlook is for 
continued stability in farm in- 
come—close to the level which 
has prevailed since 1961. In oth- 
er words, Arkansas farmers 
probably will have about the 
same income in 1965 as in 1964 
and 1963.

Quick Action 
Protects the 
U.S. Dollar

NEW YORK (AP) - Speed} 


defense is counted upon to pro 
tect the world's two most im 
portant currencies — the Ame 
ican dollar.'and the Britisl 
pound. 


And the speed with which th 


two nations moved after a sue 
culative run started against the 
pound also is seen as a measur 
of the danger .which such a rui 
posed for the whole delicate ba' 
ance of international finance. 
1 


London's .move was drastic — 


—a quick raising of the Bank of 
England's lending rate to 7 ner 
cent from 5 per cent. Washing- 
ton's move was moderate — an 
equally quick raising of the 
Federal Reserve's discount rate 
t o4 per cent from 3V2 per cent. 
This was a gesture of warning 
that the dollar would be defend- 
ed from raiders rather than a 
real deterrent to any possible 
big loss of dollars overseas. 


Higher interest rates at these 


basic levels is likely to mean 
higher borrowing costs in time 
through much of the economies 
of the two nations. And that in 
turn can dampen some business 
expansion, some consumer buy- 
ing. 


Neither is eager for that. The 


real aim is quite different. In 
London's case it is to halt the 
outflow of the pound sterling 
because imports top exports to 
a dangerous degree. In Wash- 
ington's case it is to hold the 
outflow of dollars to a modest 
stream rather than a possible 
torrent. 


That Britain's financial trou- 


bles should affect the cost of 
Americans doing business at 
home might seem far fetched. 
But the dollar and the pound are

Dispute Over 
Crime Shows 
to Be Aired

WASHINGTON (AP) - A row 


sparked by senatorial charges 
that crime and violence on tele- 
vision help lead to juvenile de- 
linquency apparently is coming 
to a head. 


Senators have started talking 


of possible new laws to force 
action if the television industry 
doesn't "clean its own house," 
as they put it. 


The industry, contending the 


senatorial accusations are exag- 
gerated and in some cases un- 
warranted, has served notice it 
will fight any move toward fed- 
eral censorship of programs. 


The combatants are the Sen- 


ate subcommittee investigating 
juvenile delinquency and the 
National Association of Broad- 
casters, . representing the bulk 
of the industry. 


The subcommittee has cited a 


number of crimes including kill- 
ings, extortion, robbery and 
gang violence by youngsters 
who allegedly got the idea 'from 
television programs. 


The 
subcommittee's 
chair-

charges on short-term lending. 
That was to ward off any rush 


to ship American dollars to the 
high-yield London market. 


Washington also sought to halt 


any fears that higher interest 
charges would choke off the 
current economic rowth rate, 
as costly borrowing has been 
accused of doing in the past. 


Stress is being laid on the 


large amount of 
investment 


funds available to finance con- 
sumer and business activities. 
This supply is counted upon to 
keep long-term interest rates 
from going up much if short- 
term ones dp. And the Federal 
Reserve 
will let commercial 


banks seek still more invest- 
ment funds by raising the inter- 
est they can pay on savings ac- 
counts held less than a year. 


It may be some time before 


all these adjustments in interest 
rates 
are made. Banks may 


take their time about raising the 
charges on their loans to busi- 
ness firms or the interest paid 
on savings accounts. Prices of 
short-term 
securities will be 


adjusted 
to the new discount 


rate. 


And even this new rate might 


have to be changed again if it 
doesn't work as expected and 
investment funds start flowing 
abroad in unhealthy volume. 


But the speed and apparent 


accord with which the two lead- 
ing financial nations acted may 
get the pound back on even keel 
and keep the dollar there. 


Conn., has ordered a massive 
project to monitor every pro- 
gram aired in the Washington 
area, to get evidence for subse- 
quent public hearings.

code's content but said it was 
poorly enforced and that many 
violators continued to display 
the NAB "seal of fair practice" 
in advertising which supposedly 
attests compliance 
with the 


code. 


Bell denied that enforcement
